Wilson has marched the military pay 
adjustment bill to the White House. 

He hopes to convince the Commander- 
in-Chief and then Congress that its en- 
actment this year is essential to pave the 
way for great savings in Federal expendi- 
tures and enhance the striking capability 
of the Armed Services. 

Secretary Wilson apparently is con- 
vinced that President Eisenhower will 
back up this contention, for the Pentagon 
chief has advised Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga.) of the House Armed Services 
Committee that pay legislation is on the 
way. 


Seen Saving $5-Billion 


Pentagon pay bill has reached the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, which acts on behalf 
of the President. °. 

Mr. Wilson is said to be ready to bring 
before the National Security Council a 
forceful message of great economies and 
substantially increased efficiency that 
would be possible by adoption of a new 
military pay structure.

N the 9th of March 1945 Brigadier 

General Roger M. Ramey led 334 
Superfortresses which dropped about 
2,000 tons of incendiary bombs on 
twenty-two numbered industrial tar- 
gets and innumerable subsidiary and 
home industries in the city of Tokyo. 
On this night United States Air Force 
Superfortresses delivered the most 
devastating single attack in all the 
annals of warfare. More people died in 
the fire that night than in either A- 
bomb attack five months later. That 
night in Tokyo 15.8 densely populated 
square miles were consumed before 
midnight by a fire storm so intense 
that no debris was left from frame, 
bamboo and paper houses and their 
contents. Japanese police records 
showed that 267,171 buildings were 
destroyed (about % of the total in 
Tokyo), 1,008,005 persons were ren-

dered homeless, and the official role of 
casualties list 83-793 dead and 40,918 
wounded. With that vast, sudden, 
shocking loss it became evident in the 
national capital of Japan that the war 
had been lost. 

On the morning of 11 June 1956, Lt. 
Gen, Roger Ramey was formally pre- 
sented Emperor Hirohito’s Order of 
the Rising Sun, Second Class, by Min- 
ister Naka Funada in the presence 
of the civilian leaders of the Defense 
Agency of Japan and the uniformed 
Chairman of Japan’s Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, the Chief of Staff and the prin- 
cipal staff officers of the Japanese Air 
Defense Force, and half a dozen sen- 
ior members of our own Far East Air 
Forces. 

The circumstances wherein the 
same man who blanketed the skies 
of the capital under a fatal pall of 
fire and smoke only eleven years

earlier was rendered the highest Japa- 
nese honors for his role in the redawn 
of the Rising Sun embraces not only a 
dramatic illustration of the effectiveness 
of an Air Force general in attaining two 
US. national objectives of radically dif- 
fering nature, but astonishing illustra- 
tion of the objectivity of the Japanese.

firm. At the time of the attack radio 
Tokyo labeled that raid as “slaughter 
bombing.” The results were compared to 
the holocaust to Rome caused by the 
Emperor Nero, even though the losses 
in Tokyo exceeded those losses in Rome 
or that of any of the other great con- 
flagrations of the Western World. Tokyo 
lost five times as many acres by mid- 
night that night as were consumed in 
the whole course of the Chicago fire in 
1871. Tokyo lost more than ten times the 
number of buildings that night than the 
earthquake destroyed in San Francisco 
in 1906. Minister Funada himself, several 
of his civilian assistants and most of his 
uniformed officers lost homes,

or friends in that holocaust. It is diffi- | 


cult for the Western mind to believe that 
the Japanese could feel anything other 


than deep and lasting hatred and deter- | 


mination for revenge against General 
Roger Ramey and all he stood for. On 
the contrary, in 1954, 55 and ’56 Japa- 
nese administration and civilian author- 
ities without fail demonstrated regard, 
respect and sometimes affection for Gen- 
eral Ramey, the Americans under his 
command, and all they stood for. The 
award to General Ramey in 1956 high- 
lighted the extraordinary situation.

After appropriate photographs were 
made of the presentation ceremony and 
after the Japanese and American officials 
present had congratulated General Ra- 
mey on his high honor, the Minister 
asked that we join him around his large 
brocaded conference table for what he 
apologetically called an American cup of 
coffee. After Minister Funada saw that we 
each had our coffee and were offered 
cigarettes of our choice, he turned to 
General Ramey beside him and said, 
“General Ramey, what was your experi- 
ence in World War II?” 

General Ramey responded that he had 
had both command and staff service. The 
Commander of FEAF followed with un- 
derstandable promptness with his obser- 
vations on the progress of Japanese pilots 
in learning to fly American jet aircraft. 

Without being at all rude, Minister 
Funada redirected attention to General 
Ramey and asked of General Ramey the 
same question in almost identical words. 
General Ramey then stated that his com- 
mand and staff experience had occurred 
during World War II not only in the field 
but in the Pentagon. The Commander 
of FEAF, making another gallant try, 
promptly asked the Minister if he was 
satisfied with the progress of the Japa- 
nese aviation industry in their programs 
to manufacture jet trainers and the jet 
sabre fighters for the Japanese Air De- 
fense Force. 

For the third time, politely but per- 
sistently, the undaunted Minister asked 
General Ramey to outline in some detail 
his service and experience in World War 
II. Knowing full well that Minister Fu- 
nada was quite familiar with his career, 
General Ramey finally, in brief, simple, 
direct terms answered the question, stat- 
ing that during the entire course of 
World War II he was primarily engaged 
in fighting the Japanese Air Force. He 
outlined his experience at Pearl Harbor 
where he had command of some B-17s 
which never got into that action at all. 
He referred to his very difficult service in 
Australia when the Japanese Air Force 
had almost uncontested superiority in 
the air. He outlined his tough and al- 
most fruitless task when he was one of 
the commanders of the first Super- 
fortresses from the only bases then 
available which were in the vicinity of 
Calcutta, India. From those bases he en- 
deavored to refuel at Chengtu in West- 
ern Central China and then drop rela- 
tively few bombs on steel plants in Kyu- 
shu, the southwestern island of Japan. 
General Ramey acknowledged his leader- 
ship of a most active Superfortress wing 
from the Marianas in its highly effective, 
in fact, catastrophic effectiveness in the 
strategic air assault of the main islands 
of Japan. 

After his conclusion Minister Funada 
expressed with unquestioned sincerity 
his feeling of grat good fortune that the

RAPID CONCENTRATION, equally 
rapid dispérsal and increased action dur- 
ing periods of reduced visibility charac- 
terize the new division. 

Manpower will be cut by thousands in 
the Army’s tactical units, but the Army 
stressed that “three offsetting factors 
will militate against a net saving in the 
theater of operations.” 

First, it will be necessary to include 
some units, extracted from the division to 
keep it “lean,’”’ at Corps and Army levels, 
particularly antiaircraft and armor sup- 
port. 

Second, new weapons of increasing 
complexity will create the need for new 
types of support units. 

Third, the greater dispersion essential 
for atomic battle will demand additional 
personnel for small, scattered supply in- 
stallations. 

Here are details as to how the Infantry, 
Armored and Airborne Divisions will be 
organized in the “Pentomic” concept: 


Infantry Division 


Strength will drop from 17,460 to 13,748, 
organized into five battle groups, each an 
administratively self-contained unit. 

In addition to the Commanding Gen- 
eral and his Staff, Division Headquarters 
will include Military Police and an al- 
ternate headquarters with a staff for the 
Assistant Division Commander. 

During battle, the ADC will command 
a segment of the division consisting of 
two or more battle groups. 

Each battle group will broaden the 
span of control by providing a suitable 
headquarters, an assault gun platoon of 
60mm. self-propelled weapons and a re- 
connaissance element of light tanks, ar- 
mored personnel carriers and mortars, as 
well as rifle companies and a 105mm. 
mortar battery. 

A tank battalion will be maintained in 
the division, organized to provide for at- 
tachment of tanks to each of the battle 
groups or to be employed as an entity 
under division control. 

A reconnaissance battalion replaces the 
present reconnaissance company, and will 
be responsible for target acquisition—in- 
creasingly important with longer-range, 
heavier-yield weapons. 

The signal unit will be enlarged over 
the current signal company. The engineer 
battalion will be capable of providing ele- 
ments for the battle groups as necessary. 


DIVISION ARTILLERY will be 
strengthened, with each division contain- 
ing one battalion of 105mm. howitzers 
and a composite battalion of 8-inch how- 
itzers, Honest John rockets and two 
155mm. batteries. 

Division trains will be utilized to pro- 
vide all normal logistical elements and 
such new units as the administrative 
services company, aviation company and 
a transportation battalion. 

In addition to reconnaissance and fire 
control missions, the division aircraft will 
be capable of a small tactical emergency 
airlift for medical evacuation, combat re- 
supply and combat patrol operations. 

The Administrative Services Company 
includes the Adjutant General, Inspector 
General, Judge Advocate General and 
other administrative staff elements, and 
is also responsible for functions previ- 
ously performed by a replacement com- 
pany. 

THE TRANSPORTATION BATTAL- 
ION—an entirely new concept—incorpo- 
rates an armored personnel carrier ca- 
pacity which provides a simultaneous lift 
for swift movement of one battle group. 
It will also be used for tactical resupply. 
The battalion’s truck company will pro-

Pay Can Spur Defense, Cordiner Says 


These critics have labelled the Cordiner 
Plan as a “pay raise.” 

Chairman Cordiner obviously aware of 
these attacks confronted the issue square- 
ly at his news conference this week. 

He said: “Reports on the work of the 
Committee have already appeared in the 
press, and most of these reports were 
reasonably accurate as of the date that 
they were published. 

“However, these reports were published 
before the Committee had completed 
studies of the cost-and-gains effects of its 
recommendations. 

“Therefore,” continued Chairman Cor- 
diner, “because of inadequate informa- 
tion, many people have been led to be- 
lieve that the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions are nothing more than a general 
pay raise for military personnel, adding 
still more to the oppressive costs of Na- 
tional Defense and to the current forces 
of inflation. 

“Nothing could be farther from the 
truth,” he asserted, “and nothing could 
be farther from the objectives of the 
Committee. Our recommendation con- 
templates savings and deflationary in- 
fluence.” 


THE OUTLOOK: Chairman Cordiner’s 


hard-hitting presentation, coupled with 
Secretary Wilson’s expressed determina- 
tion to seek revision of out-moded pay 
scales assures the Services that the pay 
plan will not be easily pigeon-holed. 
Momentum has been developed for a full- 
scale effort. The Budget Bureau has a 
pay bill in its hands and Congress is on 
notice that Secretary Wilson wants ac- 
tion as quickly as possible. 

What will be crucial is the position 
President Eisenhower takes. 

This likely will become known shortly, 
either through Budget Bureau reaction 
to Secretary Wilson’s pay bill, or by a 
direct statement from the Chief Execu- 
tive—possibly at his next news confer- 
ence.

Cdr. Cox Flies A3D-1 
To 2 Speed Records 


A Navy Douglas A3D-1 “Skywarrior,” 
piloted by Cdr. Dale W. Cox, jr., USN, 
has established two new transcontinen- 
tal speed records. 

Commander Cox, Project Pilot for 
AROWA (Applied Research Operational 
Weather Analysis), Naval Air Test Cen- 
ter, Patuxent River, Md., completed a 
round trip, Los Angeles-New York flight 








in a total elapsed time of 9 hours, 35 min- | 


utes, 48 seconds. 

This slashed 1 hour and 45 minutes off 
the existing cross-country round trip 
mark, and bettered the East-West cross- 
country record by 10 minutes. 

Both of the records which Commander 
Cox topped had been held by Lt. John 
M. Conroy, USANG, who flew a North 
American F-86 “Sabre Jet” on 21-22 May 
1955. 

The West-East record is held by Lt. 
Col. Robert Scott, USAF, who made the 
flight in a Republic F-84-F “Thunder- 
streak” on 9 March 1955. 

Commander Cox's co-pilot and navi- 
gator was Lt. Russell Baum, USN. Third 
member of the crew was T/Sgt. Robert 
L. Butts, USMC, who served as plane 
captain. They too are stationed at NATC 
Patuxent River. 

The Douglas-built AD3-1 twin-jet attack 
bomber left Los Angeles International 
Airport at 9:11:51.2 A. M. (PST) and ar- 
rived at Floyd Bennett Field, New York, 


at 1:11:06.4 P. M. (PST), a total of 2,445.9 | 


statute miles in 3 hours, 59 minutes, and 
15.2 seconds. 

This was 15 minutes and 1.4 seconds 
short of Colonel Scott's mark. 

Following a 21 minute refueling stop at 
Floyd Bennett Field, the “Skywarrior” 
was airbourne at 1:32:41.4 P. M. (PST), 
and reached Los Angeles at 6:47:39.2 
P. M., a total round trip distance of 
4,891.8 miles. 

This clipped 10 minutes off the old 
mark set by Lieutenant Conroy who 
made the trip in 5 hours, 24 minutes, and 





26 seconds. 

The 70,000-pound A3D-1 joined the fleet 
on 30 March 1956. The plane is in the 
600-700 mile-an-hour class and flies at 
altitudes up to 40,000 feet. It was pro- 
duced for the Navy by the Douglas El 
Segundo, Calif., division. 

Commander Cox soon will be trans- 
ferred to VX-5 (an experimental flight 
test squadron) based at the China Lake, 
Naval Air Facility. 

He is married to the former Patricia 
Boadway of Pasadena, Calif. The Cox’s 
make their home with their three sons 
at 1035 Madison Avenue, Pasadena, Calif. 

The record-breaking flight was made 
21 March.

1611th ATW Marks 2d Year At McGuire; 
Takes 25,000 Across Ocean Monthly 


McGuire Air Force Base, N. J., the 
Military Air Transport Service’s largest 
east-coast port of aerial embarkation, 
will mark its second year of MATS over- 
seas flight operations on 1 April. 


McGuire has been a MATS base since 
July 1, 1954, On 
that date, the 
1611th Air 
Transport Wing 
(M) assumed 
jurisdiction of 
the base from 
the 568th Fight- 
er Interceptor 
Group, Air De- 
fense Command. 
Since the begin- 
ning of flight 
operations at the 
base two years 
ago, the Wing, 
commanded con- 
tinuously by 
Brig. Gen. George B. Dany, USAF, has 
steadily increased its monthly number 
of passengers flown to and from over- 
seas bases located in the vast area ex- 
tending from Saudi Arabia to Green- 
land. Present monthly transit figures 
reflect about 25,000 passengers, 800 pa- 
tients, and 450,000 pounds of cargo and 
mail. 

The 1611th Air Transport Wing is part 
of MATS’ Atlantic Division, commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Emery S. Wetzel, USAF. 
In general, the Wing’s mission is the 
aerial transportation of passengers, pa- 
tients, mail, strategic materials, and 
other cargoes, subject to priorities and 
policies established by higher headquar- 
ters. 


The passenger and cargo load assigned 
to the Wing is divided between one Navy 
and five Air Force squadrons—the 18th, 
29th, 30th, 38th and 58th Air Transport 
Squadrons and Naval Air Transport 
Squadron Six. The squadrons all are 
equipped with Douglas C-118 four-engine 
Liftmaster aircraft (Air Force version 
of the DC-6B), which operates at approx- 
imately 20,000 feet. The Navy version of 
this aircraft is designated the R6D.

program for the overseas movement of 
unaccompanied officers, warrant officers 
and seven-level airmen. The program, 
extending on a test basis for 90 days 
from 1 Jan. has been initiated in an ef- 
fort to materially reduce the in-transit 
time of overseas replacements from ap- 
proximately five days at personnel pro- 
cessing groups to a minimum of two 
hours at the Port of Aerial Embarkation. 


On 26 Nov. of last year, two C-118’s of 
the 1611th Air Transport Wing broke 
the Atlantic Division’s non-stop cross- 
ing record between McGuire and Rhein- 
Main Air Base, Germany, The first Lift- 
master, assigned to the 18th Air Trans- 
port Squadron and commanded by Maj.

Shortly 
afterwards, the second aircraft, com- 
manded by Maj.

A dramatic highlight of the Wing’s 
operations during last December and 
January was its contribution to Opera- 
tion “Safe Haven,” the Military Air 
Transport Service’s massive Hungarian 
refugee airlift. The operation brought a 
total of 9,700 escapees to the United 
States in 22 days. Gen. Dany served as 
Task Force Commander. During Decem- 
ber the Wing performed 70 “Safe Haven” 
trips, while also carrying on its normal 
passenger traffic. 

Named in honor of Maj. Thomas B. 
McGuire, jr., a New Jersey fighter pilot 
who lost his life in the service of his 
country on 7 Jan, 1945, the base is com- 
manded by Col. Lloyd R. Humphreys.

Pay to Have Backing. There seemed little 
doubt this week but that the plan for the revision 
of the Service pay system will be supported vig- 
orously in those sources from which its initial 
push must come. The Secretary of Defense is rep- 
resented not only as strongly in favor of the new 
plan but as prepared to go to the Commander-in- 
Chief for the backing he will need to give it a 
strong impetus in Congress. Mr. Wilson already 
has put the Armed Services Committees on no- 
tice that the measure is coming before them for 
consideration. 


Mr. Ralph J. Cordiner, chairman of the Com- 
mittee which drafted the plan, also showed in 
his away-from-the-Pentagon press conference 
that he and his committee are thoroughly con- 
vinced of the soundness of the plan not only from 
the standpoint of the Services themselves, but 
from the larger outlook of National economics 
and long-range defense. Furthermore he demon- 
strated an intimate knowledge and enthusiasm 
for his subject that is bound to be impressive to 
the Committees of Congress before whom he will 
be called to testify. Fortunately the members of 
the Committee which formulated the plan repre- 
sent a civilian and particularly experienced in- 
dustrial and business viewpoint. 

Though the outlook is reasonably bright there 
are some deterrent factors. For one thing, there 
seems to be a general acceptance now that the 
final results will represent a watered-down ver- 
sion of the original plan. Both Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Cordiner appear to accept in advance that 
the carefully calculated and documented increases 
will suffer appreciable cut-backs in running the 
gantlet through the Department, the Bureau of 
the Budget, and Congress. We believe this re- 
treat-in-advance to be tactically unsound and un- 
warranted. Secondly, there is the danger that 
Congress will insist on making now the savings 
in the defense budget which Mr. Cordiner says 
can not “be achieved overnight.’’ Congress, in its 
eagerness to justify a stiff cut in over-all defense 
appropriations, may well blame such a move on 
the forecasted savings. This could endanger both 
programs. 

The benefits from the Cordiner proposals offer 
so much to the Services and to the nation’s future 
security that Congress can well afford to weigh 
them carefully and legislate accordingly. 


Attack on Exchanges. The House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee has set 3 April as the opening 
of hearings on the Department of Defense’s re- 
quest to liberalize and make more realistic the 
list of items which the exchanges may supply to 
Services families. Fortunately the Department of 
Defense has designated Maj. Gen. Harlan C. Parks, 
USAF, Chief of the Army-Air Force Exchange 
Service, as its representative at the forthcoming 
hearings. General Parks has had some experience 
in these matters and is not one to be bullied by 
opposition. 

‘The record of the Exchange Service is so clean 
over so long a period that it is difficult to see how 
there can be opposition to its continuation. Yet 
this is really the basis of those retail organiza- 
tions which are against the new proposals. If the 
Exchanges are justified in their present operation, 
then the amendments now suggested are equally 
justified. 

One can not escape the conclusion that the re- 
tail associations which are opposing the ex- 
changes fulfilling the wants of Service families 
are opposing the exchanges in principle. What 
they really want is to do away with the exchanges 
entirely and force the Service families to travel 
away from their posts, stations, and bases to buy 
their necessities from retail stores at civilian 
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towns. The other alternative, as suggested by the

“Medical Pay” 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

On 1 May, 1956, the so-called Medi- 
cal-Dental Corps Incentive Act be- 
came law. The purpose of this act 
was to provide incentive for reten- 
tion in the Regular Army of Medi- 
cal and Dental Corps Officers. This 
was to be accomplished by increas- 
ing “Medical Pay” from the previous 
$100.00 per month to $250.00 per 
month for Medical and Dental Corps 
officers with over ten (10) years ac- 
tive service as a professional officer. 

According to all reports this law 
did, in effect, accomplish its mission. 
From the first of May to the end of 
December 1956 the losses of Medical 
Corps officers dropped to an insig- 
nificant number; and for the first 
time in years the Medical Corps 
gains for that period far outnum- 
bered the losses. 

We now have the proposals of the 
Cordiner Committee which will, in 
effect, negate a large portion of the 
above mentioned gains. This is to be 
brought about by a REDUCTION of

If one compares the present pay 
with the Cordiner proposals (includ- 
ing incentives) for officers of equal 
time-in-grade and rank, one being a 
Medical Corps officer and the other 
his line contemporary, one will note 
that: 


a. In Colonels with over 30 years 
service for pay purposes, the line of- 
cer will receive an increase of 
$268.80, while the Medical Corps offi- 
cer will receive an increase of 
$118.80. The Medical Corps increase 
will be $150.00 per month LESS than 
the line increase. 


b. In Lieutenant Colonels with 
over 26 years service for pay pur- 
poses, the line officer will receive an 
increase of $169.20, while the Medical 
Corps officer will receive an increase 
of $69.20. Again, the increase for the 
MC is $100.00 LESS than the increase 
for the line. 

ec. In Majors with over 18 years 
service for pay purposes, the line of- 
ficer will receive an increase of 
$68.40, while the Medical Corps of- 
ficer will receive an increase of 
$28.40. Here the MC increase is $40.00 
LESS than his line contemporary. 

If the purpose of the Incentive Act 
of last May was to retain Medical 
Corps officers in the Regular Army, 
the Cordiner proposals certainly are 
aimed to increase the Medical Corps 
losses of the Regular Army. 

The more equitable thing would be 
to retain the present “Medical Pay” 
provisions and give all officers, re- 
gardless of Branch of Service, the 
same increases proposed by the Cor- 
diner Committee. To do otherwise 
will, I am certain, bring about an 
exodus of the well-trained, highly 
valuable Medical Corps officers with 
from 15 to 25 years service.

sequent moves to hospital facilities within

B. Limitations 

The U. S. Army Aircraft Program, carry- 
ing out the functions set forth in A above, 
will be subject to the following limitations 

1. Fixed wing aircraft, convertiplanes, and 
vertical/short takeoff and landing aircraft 
will have an empty weight not to exceed 
5,000 pounds. Rotary wing aircraft will have 
an empty weight not to exceed 20,000 pounds. 
Specific exceptions to weight limitations for 
specific aircraft for specific purposes may 
be granted by the Secretary of Defense after 
consideration of U. S. Army requirements 
and appropriate U, S. Air Force functions 
and capabilities. 

2. The provision of a limited airlift capa- 
bility within the U. S. Army Aviation Pro- 
gram shall not serve as a basis for increas- 
ing or decreasing U. S. Air Force forces 
necessary to support or protect the U. S. 
Army airlift forces. Provisions of this limited 
airlift capability will apply only to small 
combat units and limited quantities of ma- 
teriel to improve local mobility. and not the 
provision of an airlift capability sufficient 
for the large-scale movement of sizable U. S. 
Army combat units which would duplicate 
the mission of the U. S. Air Force. 

3. As limited Army aviation airlift capa- 











bility becomes available to active Army 
forces, provision should be made for com- 
pensating reductions in other forms of Army 
transportation designed to operate within 
the combat zone. 

4, The U. S. Army Aviation Program will 
not provide for aircraft to perform the fol- 
lowing functions: 


a. Strategic and tactical airlift, as outlined 


in Section III, Subparagraphs A.1.a. through 
d., above. 

b. Tactical reconnaissance. 

c. Interdiction of the battlefield. 

d, Close combat air support. 

5. The U. S. Army will not maintain 
unilateral aviation research facilities, but 


will confine itself to development and deter- 
mination of specific requirements peculiar 
to Army needs, to evaluation of proposals, 
and to user testing of equipment. The U, S 
Army will make maximum use of U. S. Air 
Force and U. S. Navy aircraft research and 
development facilities. The U. S. Air Force 
and the U. S. Navy will be responsive to 
U. S. Army needs in such research activities 
on a reimbursable basis. 

6. The U. S. Army will use existing types 
of U. S. Navy, U. S. Air Force or civilian 
aircraft when they are suitable, or may be 
suitably modified, to meet Army require 
ments, rather than attempt to develop and 
procure new types. 


C. Army aircraft may, as required by the 
U. S. Army, be employed in peacetime opera- 
tions and in training for the functions out- 
lined above. 


IV. INTERPRETATION 
Nothing contained in this directive is in- 
tended to, nor shall be construed as modify- 


ing, altering. or rescinding anv of the as- 
signed functions of the Armed Forces; it 


provides a clarification and interpretation 
of the roles and missions of the armed serv- 
ices, necessitated by the development of new 


weapons and of new strategic concepts 

V. RESCISSION AND EFFECTIVE DATE 
This directive is effective immediately. 
Reference (a) is hereby superseded. 


VI. ACTION REQUIRED 

The Secretary of the Army and the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force will take appropriate 
action to insure that the provisions of this 
directive fully implemented within their 
respective Departments

Start Modernization 


Of Army L-23 Planes 


Early models of the Army L-23 com- 
mand transport will be returned to the 
Beech Aircraft Corporation factory in 
Wichita, Kans., and remanufactured as 
completely new airplanes. 

Under a remanufacturing program 
valued at approximately $1,710,000, a 
‘large number” of Army L-23A and L- 
23B units will be rebuilt in the model 
“D” configuration—military counterpart 
of the 1957 Beechcraft E50 Twin-Bonanza 
business plane. The contract award was 
made by Air Materiel Command from its 
headquarters at Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio. 

Deliveries to the Army will begin in 
September 1957 and extend through Au- 
gust of 1958. All rebuilds will be issued 
new aircraft serial numbers. 

As Army L-23Ds, the remanufactured 
planes will be powered by 340 hp super- 
charged Lycoming engines, the same en- 
gine that powers the commercial Beech- 
craft E50. (Engines installed in A and B 
models were rated at 260 hp.) The air- 
craft will also be equipped with new elec- 
tronics, accessories, systems, interior 
styling and other advanced features, in- 
cluding a third cabin window on each 
side of the fuselage. 

Each airframe will be completely 
stripped and brought back to zero time. 
In every way, the rebuilt aircraft’s de- 
sign, performance and appearance will 
be comparable to the 1957 production L- 
23D which Beech is currently delivering 
to the Army under a separate $2,800,000 
order.

Order Turbine Engines 
For Army H-21 Copters 


A contract in excess of $2 million for 
General Electric T58 turboshaft engines 
has been received by the Company’s 
Small Aircraft Engine Department from 
the Air Force’s Air Materiel Command. 


The T58 engines, which produce more 
than 1,000 horsepower each, will be for 
Vertol’s H-21 helicopter program which 
is being administered by the Air Force 
for the Army. 

In the H-21 program, two T58 engines 
will be installed in each helicopter as re- 
placements for the single 1,425 horse- 
power reciprocating engine. The turbo- 
shaft engines are expected to more than 
double the ton-mile transport capability 
per hour of the helicopter. 


The T58 engine recently made its first 
flight in a modified Sikorsky helicopter. 
It is also scheduled to power a Kaman 
single-rotar utility helicopter designed 
specifically for an aircraft gas turbine 
engine, 

The T58 was designed and developed by 
General Electric’s Small Aircraft Engine 
Department for the Navy’s Bureau of 
Aeronautics. It weighs only 325 pounds 
and is less than five feet long and six- 
teen inches in diameter.

Funeral services for Brig. Gen. Albert 
C. Dalton, USA-Ret., former Assistant to 
the Quartermaster General, who died at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D. C., on 24 March, were held at the 
Ft. Myer, Va. Chapel, on 27 March, with 
burial at Arlington National Cemetery. 
He was 89 years old. 


Born in Indiana, General Dalton entered 
the Regular Army before the Spanish- 
American War, as a private, in 1889. He 


served in the Sioux Campaign in the Dako- 
tas in 1890-91, as a non-commissioned 
cer, and was recommended by his Command- 
ing Officer for a commission. He served with 
his regiment through the grades of 2d lieuten- 
ant, 1st lieutenant and captain, and partici- 
pated in the Santiago Campaign in Cuba, the 
Philippine Insurrection, the Army of Cuban 
Occupation, the Vera Cruz Expedition and on 
the Mexican Border in 1916, under General 
Funston. When war was declared in 1917, 
General Dalton was on duty as a major at 
General John J. Pershing’s headquarters, 
later serving at General Leonard Woods’ head- 
quarters at Charleston, S. C. On his promo- 
tion to colonel in 1917, General Dalton be- 
came Quartermaster, Utilities Officer and 
General Supcrintendent of the Army Trans- 
port Service. under General Shanks, at the 
New York Port of Embarkation. 

Promoted to brigadier general in 1918, he 
served with the 9th Division and later, went 
to France, where he commanded the Base 
Depot, near Marseilles, and other military 
activities in that area. Returning to the 
United States, he attended the first General 
Staff School, from which he was graduated 
in 1920, and a year later, he was graduated 
from the Army War College. General Dalton 
transferred to the Quartermaster Corps in 
July 1920, and was made a permanent brig- 
adier general and named Assistant to 
Quartermaster General. From 1922 to 1921, 
he was Chief of Transportation, and in 1924- 
26. served as Chief of Construction, He re- 
tired from active military duty in July 1926 


to accept the appointment of President of 
the Emergency Fieet Corp., U. S. Shipping 
Board. Resiening from that in 1929. he en- 


gaged in private shipping and shipbuilding 
activities.

Military Materiel “Automation” Plant Tests 
Presage Wide Use With Combat Units In Field

ILITARY commanders, eager to get 

maximum utilization out of avail- 

able equipment but hampered by critical 

shortages of skilled maintenance person- 

nel, are placing great hopes on prospects 

of automatic test equipment to help them 
fulfill their mission. 

Automation on the firing line—at SAC 
bases, aboard Navy carriers, with Army 
missile units—is coming, and with it will 
come a boost in over-all combat effective- 
ness. 

This is the conviction of experts here 
at the Air Arm Division of Westinghouse 
Electric Corporation, under Dr. S. W. 
Herwald, where use of specially devel- 
oped automatic devices is saving as much 
as 90 per cent of the time previously re- 
quired in testing military equipment for 
fighter armament systems, computers, 
missile systems, automatic flight control 
systems and aircraft defense systems. 

Lt. Wells Wigley, USN-Ret., told a 
JOURNAL reporter visiting the Air Arm 
Division how a circuit analyzer he helped 
develop can check 800 circuits at a rate 
of 10 circuits per second. “This means 
that a four hour test can be reduced to 
20 minutes,” Lieutenant Wigley said, “and 
besides, the automatic equipment means 
that we get greater reliability, too.” 

Nearby Lieutenant Wigley’s test stand, 
an Automatic Molded Unit Test Set, de- 
veloped by Westinghouse engineers, 


Martin Sales, Backlog 


Up, Net Income Down 
George M. Bunker, President, an- 
nounces that the Glenn L. Martin Com- 
pany’s sales and current backlog were 
the highest in the firm’s history except 
for the World War II years of 1943 and 
1944. 

Commenting on the fact that more 
than half of Martin's $810,000,000 backlog 
is in contracts for guided missiles, Mr.

Dr. Herwald and his associates, al-

The automatic test machines in use 
here are so designed that little room is 
allowed for “human error.” 

Once the test machines are set in ac- 
tion, people watching them need only to 
watch the lights or check the punch 
cards. When something wrong is detected 
in a piece of equipment, lights either go 
on or off, and there is instant information 
on the exact location of the difficulty. 

Mr. R. K. McDevitt, Manufacturing 
Manager of the Air Arm Division, told 
newsmen that the automatic equipment 
is having a major impact on operations 
here, where test hours have comprised 
30 per cent of the total hours required 
to produce a system.

Calls AF Contracts 
Fair To Both Sides 


The Air Force has developed dynamic 
procurement policies designed to produce 
better aircraft at reduced cost to the tax- 
payers, and at the same time to reward 
the aircraft industry for superior per- 
formance, Lt. Gen. Clarence S. Irvine, 
USAF, Deputy Chief of Staff, Materiel, 
USAF, declares. 


Writing in Planes, a publication of the 
Aircraft Industries Association, General 
Irvine states that because the “infinite 





complexity of a modern aircraft or wea- | 


pons system precludes detailed super- 
vision by the military,” the Air Force 
must “look to industry to provide the 
managerial and technical skills that, in 
turn, will produce a superior air weapon. 
There is no other industry where greater 
demands are made on management.” 


General Irvine says the incentive type 
contract “is a particularly handy tool for 
rewarding superior performance. This 
provides a formula for computing the 
distribution of savings below or cost 
overruns above the original target 
costs.” 


General Irvine also states that the Air 
Force is engaged in a “continuous pro- 
gram of encouraging its contractors to 
invest their earnings in additional facili- 
ties.” 

But, General Irvine points out, “these 
contractors would necessarily be chary 
of committing their investments into 
facilities for development and production 
of military materiel if they had to pro- 
ject their investments against the un- 
known quantity of a reassessment made 
years after contract completion.” 

Consequently, Gen. Irvine states, the 
Air Force has developed a “fair” sys- 
tem of contracts—“fair to the buyer and 
seller alike in the various situations that 
occur in Air Force procurement. They 
are fair because of a day-to-day review 
of costs which take into account the 
situation that existed at the time of a 
particular expenditure.”

USAF Describes Its And Marine Corps’ Air Support; Army Drafts Reply 
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House Armed Services Committee was 
divided into three sections, one of which 
listed the joint air-ground training pro- 
gram,being conducted by the Army and 
Air JA orce. 

Following is the full text of the other 
two sections. They deal with (1) the Air 
Force concept of close air support as it 
differs from the Marine Corps concept, 
and (2) the development of the Air 
Force’s concept for employment of tacti- 
cal air power. 


AF vs. USMC Concepts Of Air Support 


1. The Marine Corps is designed, 
equipped, manned, and trained to engage 
in “shock” type action which is limited 
in time, magnitude, and scope. Marine 
aviation, being integral to that Corps, is 
called upon to provide direct air support 
operations, the specific purpose of which 
is to support ground elements of the 
Fleet Marine Forces. Normally, one Ma- 
rine Aircraft Wing supports one Marine 
ivision. When one Marine Division is 
operating independently, its supporting 
Air Wing is normally centrally controlled 
at division level. However, if two or more 
divisions are operating together, the com- 
mander would effect centralization of 
control of all Air Wings in order to em- 
ploy the air effort effectively. 

2. The Marine Aircraft Wing is a task 
organization of groups and squadrons 
tailored in strength and composition to 
conduct various type air operations. Its 
size, therefore, is not constant. It is, how- 
ever, a much larger organization than an 
Air Force Wing, although the two are 
not comparable as they have different 
missions and organization. A typical Ma- 
rine Aircraft Wing might consist of 34 
Marine Air Groups, a total of 12-16 com- 
bat squadrons in these groups, additional 
specialized squadrons, and possibly as 
many as 10,000 personnel and over 300 
combat aircraft. The personnel and air- 
craft strength of a typical Air Force 
Wing, in no manner, approaches these 
figures. 

3. One of the basic philosophical differ- 
ences between the Marine and the Air 
Force systems for close air support is the 
degree of reliance placed by Army and 
Marine ground force commanders upon 
the supporting fires of their own ar- 
tillery. Generally, Army commanders pre- 
fer to rely on their own artillery within 
the first thousand yards of the front. 
Conversely, Marine ground commanders 
can normally expect only flat trajectory 
fire of naval guns during the critical 
phases of ship-to-shore movement. Con- 
sequently, Marine commanders must 
piace greater emphasis on close air sup- 
port as a substitute for organic ground 
fires. The preliminary preparation of 
areas which are to be subjected to classic 





Marine air-ground action has usually 
been accomplishd by either naval air or 
tactical air. A satisfactory degree of air 
superiority and isolation of the battle- 
field is accomplished prior to such close 
support operations as envisioned by the 
Marine system. 

4. The Marine system has definite ad- 
vantages when employed solely in sup- 
port of an operation which requires 
classic Marine action. As the type of op- 
eration deviates from the classic, the 
Marine system becomes progressively 
more unsatisfactory and costly. As an ex- 
ample, in the later stages of the Korean 
conflict, Marine air effort was considered 
no different from Air Force tactical air 
support and was controlled with no 
partiality toward its parent service. It 
was placed under the operational control 
of the Fifth Air Force. 


5. Thus, any definitive comparison of 
the Air Force and Marine systems is 
faulty in the very premise that the two 
systems are designed for completely 
different types of ground operations and 
necessarily have entirely different allo- 
cations of artillery and supporting air. 
This concept is accentuated by Secretary 
Wilson’s recent Roles and Mission Direc- 
tive. The Air Force, while retaining re- 
sponsibility for close air support to the 
Army, tends to move out of the ground 
battle zone. U. S. Army surface-to-surface 
missiles are directed to take over more 
of the close air support task with those 
new weapons, 

6. Some Army personnel advocate close 
air support of the type and quantity that 
Marine air doctrine prescribes for Ma- 
rine ground forces. This lavish use of 
close air support may be desirable in 
highly specialized operations such as am- 
phibious landings, but not in large scale, 
extended-time ground operations. For the 
Air Force to attempt a similar close-air- 
support strategy for Army forces would 
be an inefficient and wasteful use of air 
power, even though the economy of this 
nation could support such a program, 
which is doubtful when the requirements 
for the support of ground forces of small- 
er allied nations are added to the support 
needs of the US Army. 


Development Of AF Concept Of Tactical Air 


1. World War II was the beginning of 
what might be termed the first scientific 
application of tactical air operations, and 
the basic doctrine for tactical air opera- 
tions, as they are known today, had its 
inception in the lessons and hard-won ex- 
perience of that conflict. For example, in 
the North African Campaign we initially 
followed a practice of parcelling out our 
air power to corps commanders to use as 
they saw fit. It was not until we realized 
that we were taking a beating from a 
numerically inferior German Air Force 
that we changed our practice. Once our 
air forces had been centrally organized 
under an air commander, their total ef- 
fectiveness was fully exploited to turn 
the tide of battle. Thus, the tenet of hav- 
ing air power controlled at the highest 
level that it can be effectively utilized 
was developed and is reflected today in 
the organization of each theater com- 
mand. 


2. Tactical air power must be provided 
with centralized control and direction at 
both theater and tactical air force level. 
Its component parts are specifically de- 
signed to complement each other and to 
be mutually supporting. They cannot be 
fully effective if they are divided. Divi- 
sion seriously reduces tactical air poten- 





tials of mobility, and flexibility, as well 
as making these piecemeal air elements 
extremely vulnerable to destruction by a 
more wisely controlled and employed air 
force. Control and direction of available 
air power must rest with a single air 
commander. Under such centralized con- 
trol its full weight and power can be 
shifted quickly from one objective to an- 
other, or from one type mission to an- 
other, in order to meet unexpected 
threats; exploit success; and wield its 
tremendous influence in furtherance of 
the combined strategy. 

3. Although it is perfectly natural that 
the infantry division commander feels 
that his job is of primary importance, he 
must realize that there are many other 
commanders who are concurrently think- 
ing the same thing. If the available tacti- 
cal air effort were to be split into the 
requisite number of small forces to satis- 
fy all these individual desires for air sup- 
port, tactical air power—the most power- 
ful and strategic weapons system avail- 
able to the theater commander—would 
be dissipated and denied him when he 
needed it most. In the obvious role that 
air forces will have in future conflicts, 
and due to the tremendous destructive 
power that could be employed by an 








enemy air force, this point cannot be 
overemphasized. 

4. Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery 
made the following statement: “The 
dominant factor in a future war will be 
air power. . .. If we lose the war in 
the air, we lose the war, and lose it quick- 
ly. ... We will not win the war in the 
air unless the air forces are allowed to 
retain their flexibility and unity, and un- 
less the air command is organized ac- 
cordingly.” 

5. General Eisenhower has recorded, 
also, some forthright and appropriate 
views on this subject. He wrote: “Battle 
experience proved that control of the air, 
the prerequisite to the conduct of ground 
operations in any given area, was gained 
most economically by the employment of 
air forces operating under a single com- 
mand.” 

6. In order to permit a realistic inter- 
pretation of the problem it is necessary 
to review basic Army and Air Force 
doctrine. First, Army doctrine, as stated 
in FM 100-5 is quoted: “Army combat 
forces do not support the operations of 
any other component.” This concept en- 
visions that theater operations will cul- 
minate in the ground campaign with the 
over-all success of the theater mission be- 
ing predicated on that action. The Army 
concept ignores the fact that both the 
United States Navy, and United States 
Air Force are capable of decisive action 
in their media. 

7. Air Force doctrine holds that theater 
forces are organized and employed in ac- 
cordance with a tenet of mutual support. 
Each theater component is dependent 
upon the other for the accomplishment 
of certain functions and activities asso- 
ciated with a particular force. Compatible 
with the objective of mutual support, 
each component force is concentrated on 
the task it is best able to accomplish. No 
one theater component is self-contained, 
or capable within itself, of achieving the 
theater mission. The Army/Air Force 
positions are therefore in conflict. 

8. For all intents and purposes tactical 
air forces are synonymous with theater 
air forces. As such they are the only Air 
Force forces which can respond immedi- 
ately to the desires of the theater com- 
mand and/or theater air commander. In 
this respect any changes which affect, or 
can affect, the over-all theater mission 
can be exploited quickly as long as the 
tactical air forces are under the com- 
mand and control of a single air com- 
mander. Piecemeal division of the Air 
Force forces would render ineffective the 
principles of centralized control and de- 
centralized execution. 

9. In the matter of quantitative re- 
quirements, wherein the Army desires 
one Air Force wing per division, the fol- 
lowing information is submitted: 

a. The Army states that this wing 
would be under the direction of the divi- 
sion commander and employed like ar- 
tillery. This arrangement would, the 
Army feels, “guarantee” the division 
commander close air support when he 
needed it. Let’s observe what would 
actually happen to both the artillery and 
the aircraft. If the enemy concentrated 
a large effort through this division the 
wing would be insufficient. The aircraft 
from other. divisions within the corps 
and all artillery which had the range and 
flexibility to strike the target would be 
utilized by the corps commander under 
his control to counter the threat. If the 
attack on the corps were of great magni- 
tude, the Army commander would have 
to call on aircraft and artillery support 
from other corps, retained under the con- 
trol of the Army commander, to counter 
the threat. Thus one is forced into the 
basic principle of centralized control. 
These aircraft, as mentioned, would be 
available to counter ground threats only. 
At a glance one can see that one wing 
per division would be a significant num- 
ber of aircraft that would not be avail- 
able for use in the accomplishment of the 
over-all theater mission. Should this air 
effort be needed in the counter air bat- 
tle, control would have to be exercised 
by the theater commander. This is pres- 
ently accomplished by the theater air 
component commander who controls all 
air operating in the theater. Without 
centralized control, if the enemy were in 














an inactive ground status in front of a 
one particular division or corps froy, 
the wing of aircraft available to this py, 
ticular division or corps could not 
properly utilized, and, thus, air weapo, 
systems that have a tremendous cay, 
bility would necessarily be wasted ay 
misused. Centralized control is essentiy 
to exploit the full potential of airpowe, 
The misuse of air as evidenced in Nort 
Africa was almost disastrous. This wa 
an important lesson which we learny 
the hard way and at a great cost. In, 
nuclear war against an aggressive, & 
termined, and superbly equipped enen; 
we cannot afford the price we wou 
have to pay to relearn this lesson. 

b. The foremost threat to any force; 
enemy air. The neutralization, and » 
deniably today, the destruction of such; 
threat is mandatory in order that 7 
members of the land, sea, and air tear 
can be utilized effectively. It would & 
attractive, indeed, if the Air Force ha 
the specialized aircraft, personnel, equip 
ment, and supplies in such tremendoy 
amounts to meet any foreseeable threat 
The counterair battle could be accon. 
plished by specialized aircraft in suf. 
cient numbers to accomplish efficiently 
this task. We could have specialized jp 
terdiction, close air support, reconnais 
sance, and airlift aircraft in sufficien 
numbers so that one task would not dé 
tract from another. From the standpoint 
of National economy alone this can neve 
be the case. As the over-all defense of 
the country is the foremost consider 
tion, the military must place its greatest 
effort against the greatest threat. Th 
greatest threat to our survival is enem 
air power. This must be countered witha 
strong air defense, and an extreme 
effective retaliatory striking force. In 
the Zone of Interior these functions ar 
performed by the Air Defense Commani 
and the Strategic Air Command. Th 
theater commander has tactical air force 
to perform both of these functions. In: 
theater these functions are more varied 
than in the Zone of Interior. Thus, the 
theater air effort requires multi-purpos 
aircraft employed under centralize 
control to accomplish the task which at 
a particular time, poses the greatest 
threat to the theater mission. 

10. In addition to the responsibilities 
for providing air support to the United 
States Army, the United States Air Fore 
is committed to providing similar sup 
port to Allied Nations in the NATO 
structure, and possibly in the SEAT0 
structure. The United States Government 
has recognized certain deficiencies exist- 
ing in the military strength of its Allies 
Several Allied countries possess the 
necessary military strength in the groun@ 
forces, but they are lacking in an ade 
quate air capability. Accordingly, the 
military forces of these nations are being 
assisted through Military Assistance 
Groups. Since these nations do not pos 
sess an adequate air capability, United 
States Air Force responsibilities in the 
realm of tactical air support can n0 
longer be limited solely to United States 
Army interests. To provide adequate, ef 
fective, and timely air support to the 
varied commands and Allied nations re 
quires centralized control of air powée! 
under a single air commander.
